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litigation, numerous prior art references were uncovered relating to fixed pedal 
assemblies, adjustable pedal assemblies, and electrical generators. The subject 
electronic IDS sets forth all of the U.S. patents uncovered during the litigation. It is 
respectuflly requested that each of these U.S. patents be considered and become part 
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separate cover, listing each of the foreign patents and publications as well as non- 
patent literature. A further explanation of many of the references as well as a listing of 
the most relevant references is set forth in the paper IDS. 
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
